EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Frank R. Agovino (Reg. No. 27,416) on October 25, 2010. 

The application is amended as follows based on claims filed 09/17/2010: 

Claim 7 (currently amended): The method of claim [4] 1 , wherein one of the parameters 
specified by the content provider relates to delivery of the notifications upon occurrence 
of the recurring event. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. This action is responsive to the following communications: Request for Continued 
Examination filed: 05/24/2010. 

5. Claim 1,6-8, 10-11, 13-14, 20-22 and 27-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1, 14, 22 and 36, when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of 
record. Specifically, the prior art of Pather teaches the limitation: "supplying a generic 
subscription template to subscribers for customization; wherein the system matches 
new events with subscriber-customized template by using a data base". But the claims 
recite a different combination of limitation: "providing a parameter-driven template to the 
plurality of content providers for completion by the content providers; receiving a 
parameter-driven template from at least one of the plurality of content providers, said 
received template relating to a category specified by the content provider... enabling a 
notifications application based on the received template... executing the notifications 
application on a recurring basis to generate a notification in accordance with the 
predefined schedule generation time specified by the received parameter-driven 
template parameters...", that is not suggested or shown by Pather. 

The dependent claims further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of 
the corresponding independent claims; thus are also allowable. Therefore the claims 
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are allowed over the art because the claims differ in scope that is not seen or suggested 
by the prior art.
